Northern Securities Com bine Illegal, 
The supreme court of the 
United 


States on Monday decided the Northern 
Securities merger case in favor of tho 
government, thereby sustaining the 
contention that the Sherman anti- 
trust law applies to railroad combina- 
tions of the character in questioa. 
The decision, rendered by Justice Har- 
lan, was concurred in by Justices 
Brown, Brewer, McKenna and Day. 
Chief Justice F uller and Justices White, 
Peckham and Holmes dissented out- 
right. The action against the North- 
ern Securities company was brought in 
the circuit court under the law of Feb- 
ruary 11, 1603, and was heard by the 
four circuit judges, who united in a 
decision favorable to the United States. 
The suit was instituted by the United 
States against tie Northern Securities 
company and the two railroad com- 
panies, the Northern Pacific and the 
Great Northern, and their lending 
stockholders, to dissolve the merger 


Chairman Haderman appointed the 


following committee on resolutions: 
G. W. 
Richey, of Everett; D. A. 


Heugst, of K'mmell; W, B. Filler, of 
Rainsburg; Joseph Penrose, of East St. 
Clair, and Lee Furry, of South Wood, 
bury. When it was time to present 
the resolutions the secretary confessed 
that he could not read them and passed 
them to Chairman Haderman, who 
was familiar enough with the writing 
(they were not typewritten) to make 
'em out. The resolutions were adopted. 
They favor Theodore Roosevelt as a 
presidential candidate and predict his 
election; endorse the public careers of 
Quay, Penrose and Evans; express ad- 
miration for Governor Pennypacker; 
thank the Republicans of Blair and 
Cambria counties for their endorse- 
ment of John M, Reynolds; say that 
John H. Jordan is well equipped to fill 
the position of president judge; declare 
that the Republican candidates were 
fairly nominated and, "in the interest 
of party harmony and success," prom- 
ise that they will receive the united 
support of the members of the organi.

Neit Tuesday Night the Moon Will Eollpse 


the Star Aldebaran. 


Should next Tuesday night be cloud- 


less, an Interesting sight will be visi- 
ble in the sky. The moon in her course 
will eclipse the bright star Aldebaran. 
The eclipse, or more properly, occulta- 
tion, of stars by the moon, is of com- 
paratively frequent occurrence, but as 
these stars' are usually so dim as to be 
quenched in the light of the moon their 
Decollation can be seen only by the aid 
of a telescope. So it is only rarely that 
occultations occur of stars bright 
enough to be seen by the naked eye 
alongside the moon. Aldebaran is a 
bright reddish yellow star seen now half 
way down the western sky in the eve- 
ning. It is in the extremity of the left 
arm of a little "V" which the ancients 
imagined outlined the face of the bull 
the constellation which gave its name 
to the zodiacal sign which the sun en 
ters in April. The stars forming this 
"V" are called the Hyades, a compan- 
ion cluster of the Pleiades, to be seen 
a little way to the right, a beautiful 
rosette of diamonds set in the ebony 
sky. The oceultation just mentioned can 
be seen by the naked eye, though an 
opera glass or small spy glass will be a 
great help. The crescent moon will 
gradually approach the star from below 
and to the right. As the dark portion 
of the disc reaches it, it will disappear 
with a suddenness that is almost start- 
ling, so much the more so because the 
edge of the moon being invisible or 
only faintly outlined, there is no visi- 
ble cause for this instantaneous ex- 
tinguishing of one of the night's bright- 
est lamps. There is another interest 
attaching to this suddenness of disap- 
pearance of the star from the fact that 
it is one of the most striking proofs of 
the absence of air on the moon. If the 
moon had an atmosphere the star would 
die out gradually, extinguished in the 
mist and haze which would always 
float in such an atmosphere. Besides, 
the moment of disappearance would b? 
a little later and the moment of reap 
pearance a little earlier than the com 
puted times, owing to the refraction of 
the star's light. In an hour and eight 
minutes the moon having passed across 
the star, the latter will just as sudden- 
ly reappear on the lower side—but as 
it reappears from behind the illumin- 
ated portion, this is not as striking as 
its disappearance. The point of dis- 
appearance or immersion will be about 
halfway between the top of the mooa 
and the left side; the point of emer- 
sion will be a trifle to the right of the 
bottom. As calculated for Bedford the 
instant of immersion is 8 o'clock, 3 
minutes and 55 seconds and the instant 
of emersion, 9 o'clock, 13 minutes and 
8 seconds, Eastern Standard 
time. 


The times will be a few seconds earlier 
for the western parts of. the county and 
a few seconds later for the eastern por- 
tion. 


Occultations are of interest to the as- 


tronomer, the geographer and the man 
interested in the perfect regulation of 
a time-keepar. The astronomer takes 
the observed times of disappearance

pares his chronometer and corrects it 
by this celestial time signal. But plain 
folk who are not especially concerned 
with either of these problems—we still 
can look into the sky and enjoy the 
wonders of these celestial phenomena, 
and from the pleasure, gain that en- 
largement of heart and mind that comes 
with the watching of the 
starry

WASHINGTON, March 15.—Many Dem-

The frantic rage of representatives 


against the Bristow report has one 
palliating feature. It indicates a com- 
mendable sensitiveness and a recogni- 
tion that the solicitation of unlawful 
favors from the postofflce department 
is reprehensible and scandalous. The 
country would not have paid much 
attention to this report if members of 
congress had not compelled attention 
to it. But their wrath is misdirected. 
If they have done no wrong, the report 
cannot injure them. If the record is 
disgraceful 
to them, the blame is 


clearly upon themselves and not upon 
the authors of the report. 


The higher officials of the postofflce 


department, in 
view of published 


charges against its administration, en- 
tered upon a detailed investigation, 
which disclosed many serious abuses 
of long standing, and a number of re- 
sponsible officers have been indicted, 
tried and convicted in consequence. 
One subject of investigation was the 
practice of increasing the allowance to 
local postoffices—for rent, clerk hire 
and 
other 
purposes —beyond 
the 


amount regulated by law. Very many 
of these unlawful allowances were 
found to have been made at the re- 
quest of members of congress and it 
was essential to any fair judgment of 
official conduct that the correspond- 
ence in each case called in question 
should be made part of the record. As 
far as the influence of congressmen 
was lawfully exercised, it ia plain that 
they had no cause to object to such 
publication. Since they regard the re- 
port as an attack upon them, they 
merely proclaim their cocsciousness of 
wrong. The publication of the record 
could bring them no disgrace unless 
the acts recorded were disgraceful. 


The most hopeful view that can be 


taken of the wrath manifested ia the 
house is that which attributes it to a 
sense of shame. 
Congressmen are 


willing to use tbeir influence in the 
promotion of petty jobbery among the 
working politicians of their districts, 
but they are unwilling to have tho 
fact made known. Though it may help 
them with their "workers," it will in- 
jure them ii; the esteem cf thoughtful 
citizens, who believe that a reptosent- 
ative has more important and hon r- 
able duties than persuading subor- 
dinate officials to p?.rmit the robbery 
of the treasury to pay his political 
debts. 
These honorable gentlemen

tongue, so that they could not under- 
stand each other, and then came the 
great punishment; many laraished and 
others were1 killed in battle, but the 
tower ol babel was never finished, and 
we are told by arcbrejlogists that its 
ruins may be seen today, a terrible 
warning to those who seek to avert the 
punishment they deserve. Last week 
a mighty building reared on a skeleton 
of steel suddenly collapssd; many were 
terribly injured and fourteen were 
killed; it could have been avoided, but 
in order to save some thousands of 
dollars, many 
precious lives were 


risked and for the crime committed a 
builder was sent to state's prison. 
Some years ago a builder had a con- 
tract to bnild a block ol tenement 
houses; he used a wall ol 12 inches 
when it should have been 36 inches; he 
saved a lew bricks by his meanness, 
but committed murder as the price o) 
his folly. Another instance occurred 
on the great Brooklyn bridge; every 
wire used in that magnificent structure 
was tested before it was put into the 
cable; many were rejected, but the 
rascally contractor put the rejected 
wires with those which were passed as 
"fit to use," and if it had not been for 
the merest accident, the miracle of 
modern times would have broken in 
pieces and found a resting place in the 
bottom of the East river. These are 
times -when I lose all confidence in the 
virtue ol my kind. This last case is 
one of the greatest illustrations ol 
total depravity that I have ever seen 
or heard of. 


As I sit here thinking ol the present 


condition of the world the question 
arises, 
What is 
the matter that 


almost every nation, civilized or sav 
age, seems to be spoiling lor a fight' 
It is not long ago when Japan was as 
much a hermit kingdom as Korea or 
China; in regard to China it was quite 
a hard job to get in, but when you 
once succeeded in passing the grea' 
wall you lound it twice as hard to ge 
cut again; and perhaps it might havi 
been just as well lor China ii she had 
kept up her exclusive dignity. Again 
we question, What is the cause of al 
these wars that are now shaking the 
world to its very foundations ? Only 
a short time ago Japan made a sudden 
descent on China and 
gave 
tha 


mighty nation to understand that i 
would go where it pleased and ask th 
permission ol no one; they were th 
bitterest imaginable enemies and read 
to fight at the drop of the hat;ra!f 
decade has scarcely passed and we fim 
them with their arms around eac! 
other's neck and ready to fight in 
common cause to lick the great Ens 
sian Fear. The Russian Bear don 
like it and in order that the Chines 
may not be in doubt he tells the joint 
stock of China and Japan that he i 
not going out ol Manchuria now; i 
took thirty years to bnild the railroac 
which runs the whole length of Man 
churia, and Eussia is now levyin 
Manchurian Coolies to finish the lin 
between Manchuria and Port Arthur 
and the poor laborers get no payfo 
their work. The czar has given Chin 


notice not to put his finger in the Rus- 
sian aud Japanese pie; China replies 
by marshaling an army 300,000 strong. 
All Europe appears to be shaken by 
this Asiatic quarrel, and what the 
ultimate issue may be no living soul 
can tell, but one thing is certain, it's a 
mighty pretty quarrel as it stands.

She does net 
take time to preserve her health. She 
wears her nerves to what is popularly 
known as a "frazzle" and then she 
takes medicine to build herself up,

her attitude and action might ba just- 


thought of as a small thing, is In reall 
ty a very important affair. 


Much of the prejudice against whole- 


some food, in the minds of the lords of 
creation, at any rate, is due to the idea 
cherished by most of them that the 
food that agrees with them mnet be 
unpleasant, and that that which they 
love is pretty sore to be considered 
had for them by the advocates of ra- 
tional diet. There is jnst enough truth 
in this to furnish them with a ground 
for their complaint. It should be the 
work of the housekeeper to provide a 
variety on her table and if she feels 
that, for the sake of peace in the fami- 
ly, she must furnish some unwhole- 
some articles, to sandwich these in be- 
tween other items which will make 
less strain upon the gastric powers, 
It can be done, but it takes time and 
trouble.

In the story ol that primeval mur- 


der, said Mr. Bigelow, the mark ol 
Cain was intended as 
against mob violence, 
that findeth me shall slay me," cried 
the murderer. "And the Lord seta 


. upon Cain, lest any flnQIng liiin 


should kill him." 


The ethical teaching ol this story is 


in strange contrast to the prevailing 
sentiments ol onr day. Today the 
mark of Cain is a bait for the mob, and 
even preachers are lound who absolve 
murderers of murderers. 


WOBSE THAN MURDEB. 


Obio is the last to respond to the 


roll of dishonor. 
The story ol that 


Springfield mob is horrible. It is sad 
enough when one man does a murder 
ons deed. But the revolting savage- 
ness of the multitude is infinitely 
worse. To look into the heart ol that 
beastly mob is like looking into the 
mouth ol hell. When the tiger leaps 
forth in the man—that is terrible. The 
tragedy is not in the loss ol lile. It is 
in the loss ol reason; it is in this sud- 
den transformation of the man into 
the fiend; it is in the revelation of the 
baseness and brutality that lie so near 
the surface of the human heart. 


A CUT OS TBIAL. 


Ohio is in disgrace. 
The mark of 


Cain is on the brow of one ol her fairest 
cities. But we do not yet merit the 
contempt ol the world. The worst has 
not yet happened. The real character 
of a man is shown, not by the sin 
which he commits, but by his conduct 
afterward. So with a city. The city 
of Springfield is now on trial. Was 
that mob Springfield? 
Was that a 


fair sample of her citizenship? She 
has yet the chance to redeem her name. 
She may deal with the perpetrators of 
that crime in such a wsy as to set a 
needed example to the nation. 
She 


may do more now for the cause ol civil- 
ization than the mob has done for the 
cause of savagery. Let her punish 
those blasphemers of justice and pub- 
lish to the world that Springfield is 
not the city and Ohio is not the state 
to tolerate this thing. 


SHAME OF OPEN SHAME. 


What is the miserable apology which 


the mob makes? 
Is it not that the 


authorities are lax and crime goes un- 
punished? Then learn well the lesson 
which the mob would teach you and 
begin by making an example of its 
leaders. II the citizens of Springfield 
will listen to that advice they will de- 
serve the country's gratitude. But il 
they do not listen to it; il they acqui- 
esce in this crime, then let the world 
say of them: 


On yon the shame of open shame, 


on you from north to south 


The hand of every honest man flat- 


heeled across your mouth." 


How should the perpetrators of this 


crime be punished? To hang them 
would be merciful. But for the state 
to punish them in this way would be 
to do in coolness what they did in 
heat. I would have the state the first 
to show its horror of murder by re- 
fraining from murder: 


DISFRANCHISE THEM. 


I would make a fearless investiga- 


tion. I would determine the extent 
ol each man's complicity. Pat their 
pictures in the rogues' gallery ol the 
town. Publicly declare them the mur- 
derers that they are. Forever deprive 
them of their citizenship and if neces- 
sary for the prevention 
of another 


such crime, put them behind bars, out 
of reach of any governor's pardon. 


Those murderers in the streets ol 


Springfield are worse than their lei- 
lows in the penitentiary, lor they 
boast ol their crime and call it justice. 
Let the judge aid the preacher declare 
and let the public also say "that the 
sin they do by two and two they must 
pay for one by one." 


iSed. For 
what would 
become of 


quacks and patent medicines if it were 
not for the women? Men patronizs 
these, too, but, after all, the women, 
with their generous confidence that 
there is a panacea for every evil under 
the sun, »re the best patrons of propri- 
etary remedies. I have said that women 
lack aBens^of proportion. In noth- 
ing do they display this more than in 
the faith that they can labor for years 
to make themselves physical wrecks 
and then restore themselves to health 
and strength by a few bottles of some 
well advertised heal-all. If they could 
once have it borne in upon them that 
"earth bears no balsam for mistakes," 
that it takes longer to climb up hill 
than it does to run down and that it is 
easier to keep well than to get well, 
they would have made a long stride 
toward health and happiness. 


On course it might aot be so inter- 


esting! There are still plen'.y of wo- 
men who "enjoy poor health." If they 
did not have something the matter 
with them, what would there be to 
talk about? They would have loar, 
one of their most absorbing topics o! 
conversation. Morever, 
they would 


miss tho dolight we all know in being 
worse ofl than our neighbors. Every 
one who has read "The Mill on the 
Floss" recalls the pride Mrs. Pullet 
felt in the amount of physic she had 
taker, a pride which her husband 
shared. 


"Pallet keeps all my physic bottles," 


said Mrs. Pullet. 
''He won't have one 


sold. He says it's nothing but right 
folks should see 'em when I'm gone. 
They fill two of the long store-room 
shelves already. The pill boxes are 
in the closet in my room—but there's 
nothing to show for the boluses, if it 
isn't the bills." 


The American husband may not be 


quite so eomplacent about his wife's 
physic record as was Mr. Pallet, but 
there are plenty of women who openly 
or 
unavowedly cherish 
the same 


modest pride as to their doctors' and 
druggists' bills. 


Apart from this class are women 


who are so busy at their various avoca- 
tions that they do not take proper eare 
of themselves. "I never know I am 
tired until I break in two in the mid- 
dle," I heard a woman say once. There 
are many like her. When the "break- 
ing in two" comes it is natural that 
the victim should turn to what pallia- 
tives she can find and endeavor to 
repair damages by drugs. 


Not for a moment would I criticise 


the physician or belittle the advan- 
tages of medicines. But it is much 
better to keep well in the first in- 
stance, or, if one can, to bring oneself 
up after one is run down by natural 
common sense methods than to make 
one's stomach a general deposit for 
drugs cf all sorts. 


Such common sense ways are not far 


to seek. In fact, they are so close at 
hand, so every day, that sometimes 
something nasty taken out of a bottle 
they are contemned on that very ac- 
count. The patient feels as Naaman 


did. 
If some hard thing were required, 


it would be done, but diet, exercise, 
correct clothing seem futile, useless 
things. A doctor, a prescription, ap- 
peal far more to the imagination. 


But let us consider the common 


place remedies. The question of diet 
should be studied by every woman, 
both for her own rake and for that cf 
her children. The mother of a family 
should know that there are certain 
foods *i»at bnild up bone and muscle, 
others that make fl?sh, still others 
that may please the palate but do little 
besides. She shcu'd leurn what these 
are and give serious thought as to how 
to combine them to win the best re- 
sults for her family. She should know 
that food may be wholesome and yet 
appetizing, that food which tastes 
gooi is more easily digested 1han that 
which does not tempt the appatite. If 
she will bear all this in mind she will 
grow to feel that her profession as a 
housekeeper, which she may have 


him with a tolerably good stomach. 
Even if he can eat almost anything 
without distress, it is extremely fool 
ish to let him do it. He is using up 
the powers cf stomach which should 
stand by him in later life. If he makes 
drafts on his principal now he wil 
have none to fall back upon when he 
is older. Do not allow him to indulge 
in sausages and griddle cakes and ho 
bread and pies and pastry and pickle 
and similar deadly, if delectable, dain 
ties. If he has never had them he will 
not lilies them and the fact that he 
would enjoy them should move you no 
more than does his plea to be allowed 
to consume unripe fruit. In either 
case he must pay a penalty. Yet the 
mother tries to spare him the anguish 
which will come from green apples and 
cheerfully permits him to suffer that 
which 
follows other unwholesome 


articles of diet. 


There are sundry conditions which 


should regulate the provision of food a 
mother makes for her household. The 


man, 
woman or child who takes active 


outdoor exercise can digest a food that 
would lie heavily upon the stomach of 
the person who leads a sedentary life, 
This distinction should be borne in 
mind when planning the day's meals. 
The members of the family who will 
engage in vigorous bodily work, out- 
doors or indoors, will need something 
more substantial to eat than those who 
are to be seated at a desk or typewriter 
or sewing machine. 
The latter should 


eat more lightly and their food should 
be selected from among those articles 
that give nourishment without overtax- 
ing the powers of digestion. 


We all know persons who think it a 


simple matter to eat indigestible food 
and then take tablets of pepsin .or some- 
thing else to assist the overworked 
stomach. I heard a young girl who 
came of a line of dyspeptics asserting 
triumphantly one day that she cou'd 
eat almost anything without subse- 
quent discomfort if she only put enough 
red pepper on it. 


'•My child," said an elderly man who 


heard her, "that may answer when it 
is absolutely necessary, as you grow 
older. But you are too young to be 
sticking spurs into the side of your 
stomach like that." 


When it comes to the question be- 


tween sticking in spurs in the first 
place or applying remedies to core the 
harm the spurs have done, one is bard 
put to it to decide which is the greater 
folly.

MR PRESIDENT, FELLOW DIRECTORS:— 


The subject oi public school libraries 
is one that, for more than a half cen- 
tury, has been discussed from various 
standpoints at numerous meetings of 
educational bodies, and in its various 
parts has been so thoroughly dissected 
as to leave little or no room for the ad- 
vancement of any original ideas con- 
cerning it. 


Having a conviction that there are 


numerous possibilities (or the acquire- 
ment of knowledge by our public 
school pupils through the medium of 
properly equipped libraries and bung 
an advoe?.te of their establishment in 
all of our educational districts, both 
rural and innnicipa's it is my inten- 
tion to treat this matter affirmatively. 


As a result of the agitation on this 


subject, all over tbe United States dur- 
ing the past fifty years, public senti- 
ment has been aroused in tlie matter 
to such an extant as to justify the as- 
sertion that at the present time a large 
majority of cur intelligent citizens 
favor the introduction of libraries in 
our public schools. 


The benefits to he derived from the 


proper use of libraries by these who 
we now in training to fill our places 
in the world are so numerous and valu- 
able that we can profitably spend the 
time allotted on our program in their 
consideration. 


Books are storage houses in which 


we have preserved for us the records 
of 
past 
researches 
and 
achieve- 


ments in. science, art, history, litera- 
ture and religion; ard containing, as 
they do, the thoughts and accomplish- 
ments of master intellects from the 
dawn of creation down through all the 
ages of the world's existence to the 
present time; they have necessarily be- 
come the working tools by which, in a 
large measure, human minds are devel- 
oped and trained to assume the respon- 
sibilities and duties of life. 


Sir John Denham, an English pool of 


the 17th century, says: 
"Books should to one ot these four ends con" 


duce, 
For wisdom, piety, delight or use. 


At a later period Henry Lytton Bul- 


wer wrote these significant iines: 
"The past but lives in words; a thousand 


Were blank, if bocks had not evoked their 


ghos's, 
And kept the pale, unbodied shades to warn 


us, 
From fleshless lips." 


The public school system being a 


nineteenth century product, the intro- 
duction cf libraries into our schools is 
therefore of recent origin. la our own 
progressive state of Pennsylvania this 
matter was not recognized until 1304, 
when an act was passed by our legisla- 
ture, requiring school boards to fur- 
nish eases for any books or libraries 
that may be procured by the pupi's or 
other persons connected with the com- 
mon, schools; the cost of such cases to 
be paid out of the district funds. No 
further legislation in this connection 
was enacted until 1895, when our law- 
makers at Harrisburg passed a more 
liberal act authorizing school boards 
in all districts, except cities of the first 
and second class, wheu so decided by a 
majority vote of the board, to provide 
a place for and establish and maintain 
a public library for the use cf the resi- 
dents in the district, and permitting 
the boards to levy a tax not exceeding 
one mill in any one year on the valna- 


' tion uf the property assessed for school 


ourposes in the district. This action 
by our legislators was a decided ad- 
vance in favor of the establishment of

nsed, for public library purposes with- 
in the corporate limits thereof by or- 
dinarce or resolution as may be deter- 
mined thereon. 


This U a condensed summary of the 


laws thus far passed in our state in be- 
half of public school libraries but, 
while our legislators have been gener- 
ous in this respect, it is a lamentable 
fact that many of our intelligent citi- 
zens have as yet failed to appreciate 
the importance and value of these aux 
iliaries for aiding in the education o

our children, and but very few school 
Boards have availed themselves of the 
privilege of levying the lawful tax for 
their establishment and maintenance. 
It is encouraging to know, however, 
that in many instances ways and means 
other than those provided by law have 
been resorted to for this purpose, such 
as holding entertainments, donation 
parties, soliciting individual subscrip- 
tions, etc., whereby many schools have 
been furnished with a collection of 
useful booki. It will be well for us 
now to consider the kind of books that 
should be placed in our public school 
librariep, and after having done so, 
proceed to ascertain some of the ad- 
vantages that may he derived from 
their proper use. To outline a list of 
suitable books as a nucleus for such 
libraries is no easy task, as our selec- 
t!ons must be governed somewhat by 
the grade of intelligence and general 
conditions in the community where one 
is to be established Many of our large 
publishing houses have listed in their 
catalogues 
carefully selected collec- 


tions of books for this pnrpote adapted 
to all grades. The following suggee- 
tiots, however, may serve as a guide 
for the purpose: 


1st. Several copies of the Holy Bible 


all of our primary pupils should have 
seme knowledge concerning such well 
know biblical characters as Adam and 


Eve, 
Moses, Samuel, Joseph, Elijah, 


Daniel, Ruth, Esther and Christ, the 
Son of G)d and Sivior of mankind 
Pupils in the grammar and high schools 
should study diligently the Proverbs 
of Salomon, Psalms of David and those 
masterpieces of composition and rhet 
oric, Hezskiah's prayer for the deliv- 
erance' of Judah from the marching 
hosts of Assyria under King Senna- 
cherib and King Solomon's prayer at 
the dedication of the temple.

3d. A complete modern encyclopedia

and adventure, such as the Rollo Books, 
Ridpath's History of the World. Ab- 


mass of printed matter at our disposal 
cannot be too strongly emphasized. 


Having secured a library along the 


lines suggest-id, this question natural- 
ly presents itaelf: How can it te us=d 
to the best advantage? The ways 
speedily suggest themselves: 


1st. By having illustrated works 


adapted to the primary grades a fond- 
ness for reading is rapidly developed 
and the pupils' knowledge of the mean- 
ing nf words is greatly increased. 


2i. By furnishing supplementary 


matter to explain and illustrate the 
text it becomes a valuable adjunct to 
the entire 
course of study. 
The 


works of Dr. Livingston, Henry M. 
Stanley 
and Willinm H. Seward's 


Travels Around the World make the 
study of geography fascinating1. 
The 


study of American History becomes 
more interesting by reading the bi- 
ographies ofColumbus, Henry Hudson, 
Miles Standish, Cortez, Paul Jones, 
Israel Putnam, Washington, Lincoln, 
Grant and McKinley.and the numerous 
stories of the obstacles encountered 
and privations endured by the early 
settlers in the east and the pioneers of 
the west. The use of the libraries as 
aids to the work of the school room is, 
in my opinion, the paramount advant- 
age to be obtained from them and 
forms one of the strongest arguments 
in their favor and against all opposi- 
tion to their establishment. 


3d. By reading selections from the 


works of some of the best authors a 
competent teacher may inculcate in 
the minds of the pupils a preference 
for the bast literature. If this habit 
is not formed in early life it will likely 
never be developed. 
The fact that 


William Cullen Bryant, at the ige of 
eighteen, gave to the world his fa- 
mous "Thanatopsis," a poem that will 
live for ages, can be strongly impress- 
ed upon youthful minds and used as 
an incentive to encourage and stimu- 
late them to put forth their best ef- 
forts in all that they undertake. 


4th. By reading the books in a well 


equipped library a large fund of in- 
formation on a variety of subjects is 
obtained which produces broad and 
liberal ideas and enables pupils to be- 
come conversant on almost any ordi- 
nary subject that may be presented.

ing good books accomplish wonders.

6th. By allowing pupils to take to 


their homes one book per week they 
are kept indoors and off the streets 
during the time spent in its perusal 
and many hours that they might other- 
wise waste are used to a good purpose. 


From these statements it is apparent 


that the value of school libraries de- 
pends mainly upon three things: 


1st. The character of their contents. 
3d. The competency of the teachers. 
3d. The purposes to which the con- 


tents are used and the methods adopt- 
ed for their application. 


Pupils must be taught the proper use 


of books and that it is not the amount 
read but the facts retained that be- 
come a measure of their real value. It 
is a deplorable fact that many teach- 
ers are deficient in a knowledge of the 
literature of our own language. 
Some 


of them have been raised in homes 
where books were few or attended 
schools that had no libraries; conse- 
quently they never developed a taste 
for reading good literature. However, 
I am charitable enough toward our 
noble workers in the cause of educa- 
tion to believe that the majority of 
them do not belong to that class, but 
are fairly well informed on literary 
subjects. 
For this reason, in most 


casas, the teachers should be the prop- 
er persons to select the books for our 
school libraries. We are indebted to 
the teachers for many of the libraries 
already established. 
They were the 


prime movers in this direction, and by 
a liberal contribution of their time and 
means have enabled many pupils to 
become the beneficiaries of their good 
work. 


For providing suitable libraries and 


accomplishing the results mentioned 
the following suggestions are offered: 


1st. Let the school boards in each

Therefore it 
Is well to use both methods, cooking 
the first apples tliat come in midsum- 
mer by stewing, and later, when the 
cool days of early autumn make a fire 
less objectionable, trying the baking. 


The dish for baking is as important 


as that for beans baked properly nnd 
also for Indian puddings, and should be 
the same in style and material. Cut 
the fruit (and you may use in this way 
any kind of apples or pears which are 
too green or hard to nse uncooked) into 
quarters; then remove the cores ami 
skins. Allow one cup of sugar and 
one-half cup of water to two quarts of 
fruit. The amount will vary with dif- 
ferent apples, aud it is important not 
to use too much sugar, tor the long 
cooking seems to develop the natural 
sweetness of the Emit. Cover them 
closely nnd cook in a slow oven four 
or five hours or until tlioy liave a deep 
rich red color. If they cook too fast, 
the stoam will cause tliem to burst and 
run over the edge and result in a 
mushy sauce, but a moderate lieat, 
long con'limed, will Icnvo eacli quarter 
distinct in the clear simp. Lot it cool 
in the pnn and turn It out without any 
stirring of the 
fruit. 
Tins may be 


poured at once into sterilized jars ami 
sealed tlie same as canned fruit, if you 
are not likely to use It all soon. As a 
sauce for a breakfast or dinner It is 
acceptable; with cream and hot biscuit 
for supper it is delicious, and as a fill- 
ing for pastry shells it is convenient-
